sandwich rolls for luncheon.

Tossed in a 
little hot butter or 


dressed witb brown butter, these -tips 
make a nice garnish for cutlets and 
broiled fish. Curries, too, with, rice, 
are Improved by the addition of as- 
paragus tips. They may also be added 
to the gravy accompanying a meat or 
fish, 'or used in an asparagus sauce. 
A-delicate cream sauce, sucb. as is 
.used with fried chicken or fish, is im- 
proved In flavor and appearance by 
the addition of some of the green tips, 
carefully boiled. A famous cook gives 
the following recipe for an asparagus 
sauc*, in which a variety of season- 
ings are used: Put two tablespoonfuls 
of butter In a saucepan, stir in two 
tablespoonfuls of flour and gradually 
add a pint of white stock.

DRY-CLEAN WINDOW SHADES 


Procai* Save) Laundry Bill* and is 


Far Ues» Wearing on the Arti- 


cles In Question. 


It JB frequently desirable to have 


whits Holland shades, whon the dread 
of soiling the spotless surface, nnd the 
necessary laundering, will keep tlie 
ambitious home decorator from satis- 
fying her desire. The laundry prob- 
lem may be readily dispensed with, 
however. There la seldom any neces- 
clty for. -washing oven the light and 
pure white shades in suds. TUG best 
plan is a dry cleaning that does not 
require the shade to bo removed from 
the roller. When soiled 
spota and 


creases appear, simply lay the blind 
flat on the table, and go over tfca en- 
tire surface with' bread crumbs from 
partially dry bread. There should be 
just enough moisture in the bread 
(day-old bread being about right and 
not too dry) to erase the soiled spots 
as the rubber eraser removes pencil 
marks. Rub carefully and thoroughly 
in the same manner as the eraser is 
used, and the shades will look quite 
fresh and clean, with loss than halt 
the work required In laundering. 
; 


For the dark, shades, and those that 


seldom show spots or stains, it will ] 
still be necessary to give special at- 
tention to see that cracks do not ap- 
pear from having them blown and 
twisted in high winds. When worn 
places appear at the bottom of the 
shade, which Is in frequent use, and 
has constant exposure, the 
quickest 


way to renovate and give a.new lease 
of life is to "turn" the shade. This Is 
accomplished by removing the shade 
from the roller, placing the hem at the 
top, where the portion of the shade 
that is seldom unrolled is still bright 
and fresh. Then remove the stick-in 
the bottom hem, place it in the hem 
and tack the original bottom of the 
shade to the .roller. The old hem 
should remain, to provide a double 
layer, and'additional strength, where 
the old portion of the shade is tacked 
to the roller. 
'
